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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1961  and  include  the  report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

This  was  a  favourable  year  for  babies^  whose  prospect  of  survival  at 
the  end  of  their  first  year  was  the  best  on  record,  but  it  was  not  so  good 
for  expectant  mothers  who  ran  a  greater  risk  than  last  year  of  having  a  still 
born  infant.  Details  will  be  found  in  the  statistical  section  of  the  report. 

There  was  little  notifiable  infectious  disease,  and  the  rate  for  primary 
notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  reached  a  new  low  record  of  19.8 
per  hundred  thousand  population,  Once  more,  fortune  favoured  us  and 
the  virus  of  poliomyelitis  failed  to  cause  clinical  illness.  However,  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales,  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  victims  suffered  paralysis  and 
the  explosive  outbreak  in  another  area  gave  warn’ng  of  the  ever  oresent 
risk  of  attack.  Diphtheria,  not  seen  here  since  1946,  gave  a  strong  re¬ 
minder  of  its  virulence  by  causing  the  deaths  of  ten  of  the  fifty-one  persons 
infected  during  the  year.  Prophylaxis?  against  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
whiooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  is  available,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
the  first,  is  expected  by  parents  as  a  routine  treatment  for  their  infants. 
Next  year,  protection  against  tetanus  will  be  included  in  the  combined 
vaccine,  and  it  is  expected  that  oral  vaccine  will  eventually  replace  Salk 
poliomyelitis  injections. 

Regular  analyses  of  the  air  we  breathe  continued  to  confirm  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  significant  pollution  by  smoke,  particularly  during  the  winter 
months  when  domestic  chimneys  add  their  considerable  quota  of  impurities. 
Preventive  measures  are  available  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  soon  be  adopted. 
Removal  of  irritants  from  the  atmosphere  is  an  important  factor  in  the 
prevention  of  bronchitis,  from  which  the  death  rate  here  is  fifty  per  cent 
above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  and  which  causes  a  great  deal 
of  incapacity  and  invalidism.  Whilst  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority 
to  take  all  possible  steps  to  ensure  that  the  air  is  as  clear  as  possible,  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  to  take  full  advantage  of  it,  by 
avoiding  the  deliberate  introduction  of  other  irritants  into  the  respiratory 
system,  and  so  further  reducing  the  incidence  of  bronchitis  and  the  threat  of 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

Continuous  building  programmes  still  failed  to  satisfy  demand.  The 
few  unfit  houses  are  steadily  disappearing,  but  there  are  still  too  many 
houses  without  modern  amenities,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  your  inspectors 
to  encourage  owners  to  improve  them  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

Constant  supervision  of  your  food  supplies  was  maintained  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  and  details  of  that  work  and  their  many  other 
activities  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  respective  sections  of  the 
report. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues,  the  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer, 
the  Sewage  Works  Manager,  the  Housing  Architect  and  Housing  Manager, 
and  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Police,  who  have  supplied  information  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  report. 

As  always,  I  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  close  co-operation  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  all  relevant  aspects  of  our  work,  and  once 
more  I  have  pleasure  in  recording  my  thanks  to  him,  his  team  of  Inspectors, 
and  to  our  chief  clerk  who  has  the  onerous  task  of  co-ordinating  our  varied 
activities.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  1961 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  annual  report  for  1961. 
All  relevant  statistics  and  full  details  of  inspections  etc.  are  included  in 
the  main  body  of  the  report. 

As  is  to  be  expected,  housing  work  claimed  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  Departments  time,  and  every  effort  was  made  to  proceed  with  the  slum 
clearance  programme.  During  the  period  under  review,  fifty-five  houses 
were  demolished,  displacing  and  rehousing  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  nine 
persons  in  sixty-four  families.  Much  effort  and  patience  is  needed  in 
trying  to  find  just  the  right  type  of  accommodation  to  meet  the  individual 
requirements  of  various  families. 

On  the  question  of  improvement  grants  and  as  a  result  of  the  1960 
survey,  which  revealed  approximately  one  quarter  of  the  houses  in  the  area 
lacking  the  standard  amenities,  it  was  decided  early  in  1961  to  stage  a 
small  exhibition  to  encourage  improvement  grants.  A  mobile  exhibition 
and  office  was  set  up  on  the  Idlewells  Car  Park,  including  bathroom  layouts, 
gas  and  electric  cookers  and  appliances  and  the  mobile  exhibition  of  the 
Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation.  During  the  same  period,  and  with  the 
willing  help  and  co-operation  of  the  National  Coal  Board,  a  modernised 
terraced  house,  subject  to  grant  payment,  was  staffed  and  made  available 
for  inspection  by  the  public.  Excellent  publicity  was  given  by  the  Local 
Press  and  many  tradesmen  supported  the  scheme  by  advertising.  Forty- 
six  standard  and  fifteen  discretionary  grants  were  made  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  total  grants  to  two  hundred  and  eighty  (one  hundred  and 
ninety-six  discretionary  and  eighty-four  standard).  It  was  felt,  as  a  result 
of  the  exhibition,  that  although  there  was  no  great  increase  in  applications 
for  improvements,  at  least  the  full  details  of  the  grant  schemes  had  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public. 

We  continued  with  the  full  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  in  the 
district,  and  much  time  was  given  to  the  supervision  of  food  establishments, 
and  the  sampling  of  milk  and  other  foods. 

Negotiations  for  acquiring  further  land  for  use  for  the  controlled 
tipping  of  refuse  are  now  under  way. 

My  thanks  to  Dr.  McKean  and  members  of  the  Council  for  support 
and  encouragement,  to  the  Inspectors,  Miss  Severn,  staff  and  workmen 
for  a  year  of  effort  and  good  work.

Seventeen  infants  were  reported  as  suffering  from  jaundice  and  all 
progressed  favourably,  three  of  them  after  an  exchange  transfusion. 
Twelve  of  the  mothers  were  Rh  positive  and  five  Rh  negative.

Premature  &till  births  niumbered  fourteen,  and  forty-six  premature 
infants  were  born  alive,  7.3%  of  the  total  live  births — giving  a  rate  of  72.9 
per  thousand  live  births  which  is  considerably  less  than  last  year. 

The  majority  of  the  infants  were  in  the  higher  premature  weight  groups 
and  there  was  an  excellent  survival  rate  of  95.7%. 

Two  of  the  four  infants  under  31bs.  4ozs.  survived.  The  only  deaths 
were  from  this  group,  both  weighed  under  31bs.  and  were  born  in  hospital. 
One  died  within  a  few  hours  of  birth  and  the  other  in  forty-eight  hours. 

Twenty-one  of  the  births  were  at  home,  and  twenty-five  in  hospital,  to 
which  two  infants  born  at  home  were  subsequently  admitted.  Six  of  the 
infants  were  from  twin  pregnancies.

Eighteen  still  births  were  notified  and  the  Registrar  General  allocated 
one  more  to  the  district.  The  rate  rose  to  29.2  compared  with  18.7  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Fourteen  of  the  infants  were  premature  by  weight.  Of  the  mothers, 
four  were  Rh  negative  and  the  rest  Rh  positive.  There  were  known  hazards 
in  the  majority  of  the  pregnancies.  Seven  were  complicated  by  toxaemia 
with  or  without  haemorrhage,  and  the  previous  obstetric  history  was  un¬ 
favourable  in  several  cases.  One  of  the  mothers,  aged  forty  years,  was  in 
her  tenth  pregnancy  with  a  history  of  three  previous  still  births  and  one 
live  infant  failing  to  survive  one  year.  Another  was  aged  thirty-eight, 
Rh  negative,  and  only  the  first  of  her  four  previous  pregnancies  had 
resulted  in  a  live  birth. 

Two  of  the  mothers  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  the  others  being 
supervised  by  General  Practitioners,  and  eleven  of  the  confinements  were 
in  hospital. 

The  Population  (Statistics)  Act,  1960,  requires  the  cause  of  intrauterine 
deaths  to  be  certified  and  they  are  shown  below  according  to  the  Inter¬ 
national  Classification.

The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  the  combined  rate  for  still  births  and 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  week,  was  40  per  thousand  live  and  still  births, 
compared  with  32.2  for  England  and  Wales, 
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Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 


The  rate  of  17.4  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  this  district,  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  18.1  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire 
and  21.4  for  England  and  Wales.  Only  once  before,  in  1938,  was  our  rate 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  at  that  time  both  rates  were  in 
the  fifties. 

The  maon  decrease  was  shared  equally  by  the  two  chief  causes  of 
neonatal  mortality,  congenital  malformation  and  prematurity.  Five  of  the 
infants  failed  to  survive  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  separate  existence 
and  the  other  two  died  within  the  first  few  days. 

The  four  older  infants  died  between  the  age  of  two  and  eight  months. 
One  had  severe  congenital  malformation  of  the  spine,  and  the  three  others 
died  of  respiratory  infection  which  was  of  fulminating  type  in  two  of  them 
the  diagnosis  beimg  made  after  post  mortem  examination  ordered  by  the 
Coroner. 

Nine  of  the  mothers  had  ante-natal  supervision  by  General  Practition¬ 
ers  or  hospital  clinic,  and  two  attended  the  local  ante-natal  clinic.  Five  of 
them  had  complications  of  pregnancy  or  labour.

Cancer  of  the  lung  was  recorded  as  the  cause  of  death  of  thirteen  men 
and  two  women.  Their  ages  ranged  from  forty-one  to  eighty-seven  years. 

Deaths  attributed  to  bronchitis  alone  were  rather  less  than  last  year 
but  those  due  to  pneumonia  increased,  so  that  the  total  for  respiratory  infec¬ 
tion  was  little  different.  The  following  table  shows  the  deaths  for  bronchitis 
as  a  percentage  of  total  deaths  and  also  the  annual  rainfall.

Six  pre-school  children  died,  four  failing  to  survive  their  second  year 
of  life.  Causes  of  death  were  respiratory  infection,  convulsions  and 
malignant  neoplasm. 

Leukaemia,  uraemia,  spastic  paraplegia,  rheumatic  heart  disease  and 
infective  hepatitis  were  the  conditions  causing  the  deaths  of  five  school- 
children. 

Accidental  falls  accounted  for  the  deaths  of  two  women  and  one  man, 
the  latter  falling  in  the  fire  and  sustaining  extensive  burns.  The  need  for 
fireguards  in  all  homes  where  there  are  elderly  persons  or  children  cannot 
be  too  strongly  stressed. 

There  were  five  deaths  caused  by  road  traffic  accidents,  three  of  which 
occurred  outside  the  district.

Ten  mothers  and  three  infants 
had  blood  transfusions.  Five  births  were  notified  from  nursing  homes. 

A  total  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  eight  blood  donors,  including 
ninety-one  new  volunteers,  attended  the  two  sessions  held  in  the  district 
by  the  Regional  Transfusion  Service.  At  the  session  in  June  there  was 
such  an  excellent  response  by  donors  that  the  Unit  was  unable  to  cope 
with  them  all.  It  took  two  thousand  and  two  hundred  blood  donations  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  patients  in  the  Mansfield  Group  of  hospitals  during 
1961. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 


The  Court  granted  an  Order  under  Section  47  of  the  Act  for  removal 
of  Case  1  who  had  been  under  observation  since  1951.  She  was  admitted 
to  Hillcrest,  Retford,  on  September  26th  and  settled  down  well,  and  it  is 
expected  she  will  remain  there  voluntarily  after  expiration  of  the  Order.

There 
are  five  caravan  sites,  and  one  temporary  dwelling  supplied  from  the  mains 
by  standpipe.

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Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  decided  that  from  the  end  of  May,  the  four  existing  instru¬ 
ments  should  be  discontinued,  and  that  the  measurement  of  atmospheric 
pollution  should  be  continued  by  use  of  the  Volumetric  Method,  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

The  new  apparatus  was  installed  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  this 
site  being  approved  by  the  Technical  Officers  of  the  Research  Department. 

The  tables  below  therefore,  show  the  readings  under  the  two  different 
methods  of  measurement,  from  January  to  May  the  original  method,  and  the 
remaining  months  of  the  year  readings  by  the  volumetric  method. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  use  of  this  instrumentation  has  been 
invaluable  in  helping  to  assess  the  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  will  help  the  Council  considerably  in  determining  their  future 
policy  in  relation  to  this  most  important  problem

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Collection 
Public  Cleansing — Refuse  Collection 

This  service  has  proceeded  quite  smoothly  during  the  year  and  a  weekly 
collection  from  all  premises  was  maintained. 

No  new  vehicles  were  purchased,  but  three  were  completely  recon¬ 
ditioned  in  our  own  workshop,  in  addition  to  the  normal  repairs  and  main¬ 
tenance. 

Three  gangs  have  two  collection  vehicles  each  for  a  relay  system.  The 
foreman  is  equipped  with  his  own  vehicle,  with  which  he  moves  in  to  help 
in  any  particular  difficulty,  and  covers  remote  individual  premises  and 
institutions.  This  arrangement  enables  the  three  gangs  to  operate  more 
efficiently  in  the  main  areas  of  the  district  and  reduces  haulage. 

Much  credit  goes  to  all  the  workmen  of  the  department  for  the  team 
spirit  which  helps  so  much  to  make  this  service  run  smoothly. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  principal  tip  at  Charnwood  Street  was  used  for  all  refuse  disposal 
during  the  year  and  several  acres  of  this  land  had  to  be  taken  over  from  the 
farmers  renting  it,  to  open  up  more  space  for  tipping.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  allow  increased  tipping  from  private  contractors  as  evidently 
many  of  the  private  tips  previously  in  use  are  now  full.  The  possibility 
of  acquiring  two  more  quarries  in  the  district  is  being  investigated,  and  our 
search  for  further  suitable  tipping  space  is  still  proceeding. 

Cesspool  Cleansing 

This  service  has  proceeded  smoothly  without  any  major  difficulties, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owners.  Accessibility  for  emptying  in  bad 
weather  conditions  has  been  a  problem  in  the  past,  particularly  in  the  case 
of  older  properties  where  provision  for  access  was  never  thought  of  at  the 
time  that  the  boundaries  of  the  property  were  fixed.  In  some  cases  per¬ 
mission  has  still  to  be  obtained  for  the  vehicle  to  stand  on,  or  the  pipes 
to  be  run  across,  some  other  neighbours  property,  and  it  is  only  natural 
that  this  state  of  affairs  cannot  be  tolerated  indefinitely.  Much  credit  is 
due  to  the  machine  operator  for  the  tact  and  ingenuity  he  has  shown  in 
solving  some  of  the  difficulties. 

Salvage 

The  Council  decided  to  discontinue  the  waste  food  project  after  31st 
March.  For  many  reasons  it  was  unfortunate  that  such  a  decision  had  to 
be  taken,  but  the  fact  had  to  be  faced  that  the  demand  for  this  material 
had  reduced  considerably,  particularly  amongst  the  small  holder  pig  breeders, 
and  the  Council  were  in  danger  of  being  faced  with  the  position  of  producing 
40-tons  of  this  material  a  month  with  an  ever  reducing  demand  on  a 
fluctuating  market.

Caravan  Sites,  Temporary  Dwellings,  etc. 

Some  efforts  have  been  made  this  year  to  commence  action  to  eliminate 
many  of  the  shack  or  semi-permanent  structures  scattered  throughout  the 
district.  These  properties  are  scheduled  to  be  dealt  with  as  individual  un¬ 
fit  premises. 

As  a  result  of  the  survey  carried  out  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  the 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  two  existing  caravan  sites  will  be  elim¬ 
inated  in  the  next  five  years.  One  larger  residential  site  is  to  be  modern¬ 
ized  and  improved  to  take  twelve  vans,  and  two  small  sites  were  also 
licensed,  subject  to  the  installation  of  improved  toilet  facilities.  The 
owner  of  one  other  site,  to  whom  a  licence  was  offered  subject  to  im¬ 
provement,  declined  to  take  advantage  of  the  offer  and  prefers  to  discon¬ 
tinue  the  use  of  the  land  for  this  purpose. 

The  continual  trouble  of  unauthorised  siting  of  caravans  by  the  regular 
travellers  was  dealt  with  in  the  usual  manner  and  with  the  ready  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Police.

Whooping  Cough 


Thirty-one  of  the  thirty-five  notifications  were  received  in  January  and 
February,  concluding  the  minor  epidemic  which  began  in  October,  1960. 
Two  infants  and  one  school-child  were  admitted  to  hospital. 


One  child  under  one  had  com.pleted  a  course  of  injections  five  months 
before  the  onset  of  the  disease.  The  incidence  in  children  up  to  the  age 
of  nine  who  had  not  had  immunising  injections  was  twice  that  of  the  group 
who  had  been  immunised.

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

The  only  case  was  a  boy  aged  two  years,  who  had  been  admitted  from 
another  district  to  King’s  Mill  Hospital,  where  Type  1  virus  was  isolated. 
He  had  not  had  any  prophylactic  treatment. 

Fourth  injections  of  Salk  vaccine  were  offered  to  children  aged  five  to 
eleven  years  inclusive,  and,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  his  staff,  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  children 
had  the  dose  at  school  during  the  third  week  of  May.

Gastro  Enteritis 


Four  oases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  their  ages  ranging  from  five 
weeks  to  forty  years.  All  were  diagnosed  as  non-infective  and  made  an 
uneventful  recovery. 

One  infant,  aged  three  months,  was  from  a  family  of  eight  children 
from  which  four  siblings  had  been  admitted  with  a  similar  illness  in  1954, 
1955  and  1956. 


Food  Poisoning 

Information  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Nottingham 
led  to  the  investigation  of  chocolate  snow  logs  supplied  to  wholesale  firms 
in  this  district.  Some  of  the  batches  had  been  found  to  be  infected  with 
salmonellae.  Potentially  infected  confectionary  was  held  pending  bacter¬ 
iological  examination  and  the  infected  batch  was  destroyed.  The  organism 
cultured  was  salmonella  meleagridis.  One  shop  had  sold  all  the  logs  except 
those  taken  for  examination,  and  they  were  positive  for  salmonella  paratyphi 
B.  No  clinical  infections  were  notified.  The  vehicle  of  the  infection  was 
the  coconut  covering  the  logs. 

A  mother  and  her  two  infants  aged  ten  days  were  found  to  have  an 
infection  by  salmonella  menston,  and  were  transferred  from  King’s  Mill 
Hospital  to  Forest  Hospital  where  they  recovered.  No  further  cases  occurred. 


Influenza 

Twelve  deaths  were  attributed  to  influenza.  All  occurred  between  the 
end  of  January  and  the  beginning  of  March  and  ages  ranged  from  fiftylone 
to  eighty-eight  years. 


Pneumonia 

The  ages  of  the  five  notified  cases  were  from  fifty-one  to  eighty  years. 
In  the  youngest,  the  illness  was  influenzal  and  proved  fatal. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia 

One  case  was  confined  at  home  and  three  in  hospital,  the  cause  of 
infection  being  given  in  two  of  the  hospital  cases  as  urinary  infection,  and 
unknown  in  the  remaining  two.

The  incidence  was  the  lowest  recorded.  The  six  males  were  engaged 
in  five  different  types  of  work.  One  worked  at  a  milk  producing  farm  and 
a  full  investigation  of  the  cattle  hy  the  veterinary  officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  gave  negative  results.  The  milk  supply 
was  also  found  to  be  free  from  any  infection.  Contacts  had  the  usual 
routine  check  and  no  evidence  of  disease  was  found. 

Only  two  females  were  notified.  One  was  a  young  adult  employed 
in  industry  and  the  other  was  an  infant  aged  one  year  and  seven  months 
who  had  been  admitted  to  hospital  with  her  mother  who  was  notified  in 
1960.  The  father  and  other  four  children  were  under  supervision  at  the 
chest  clinic  and  all  were  found  free  from  infection.  The  family,  living  in 
a  two-bedroomed  council  house,  was  recommended  for  re-housing  in  a 
larger  one  and  the  Council  gave  them  the  tenancy  of  a  three-bedroomed 
house. 


The  sites  of  infection  of  the  non-pulmonary  cases  were  glands  of  the 
neck  and  kidney. 

The  Chest  Physician  was  able  to  admit  all  the  new  cases  to  hospital 
within  a  month  of  primary  notification. 


The  only  person  dying  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  a  woman  aged 
fifty-seven  who  was  put  on  the  register  in  1936  as  a  non-pulmonary  case 
and  subsequently,  in  1957,  developed  pulmonary  infection.  She  had 
hospital  treatment  in  1957  and  1958  and  on  both  occasions  took  her  own 
discharge  against  medical  advice. 


Three  males  and  two  females  were  added  to  the  pulmonary  register 
on  transferring  from  another  district. 

Sixteen  pulmonary  cases,  first  notified  between  1943  and  1956,  were 
removed  from  the  register  on  recovery.  Three  pulmonary  cases  were 
removed  on  leaving  the  district.

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B.C.G.  Testing  and  Vaccination 


The  programme  was  continued  and  the  acceptance  rate  was  65.6%. 
Chest  X-Ray  was  arranged  for  positive  reactors  after  the  test,  with  repeat 
a  year  later,  and  for  strongly  positive  reactors,  of  which  there  were  six, 
after  the  test,  with  repeats  three  months,  one  year  and  two  years.  No 
cases  of  active  tuberculosis  were  found. 

The  average  incidet.ee  of  positive  reactors  was  a  little  higher  than  last 
year,  but  there  was  a  marked  increase  at  the  Huthwaite  Secondary  Modern 
School.
